The Times on Indian Finances :— 

For the first time since the Bengal rutinies a gleam 
of light and promise illumines the finances of India. The 
result, indeed, ig still but indifferent, for the revenue and 
expenditure remain still unequalised, but an approxima- 
tion, at any rate, has been made towards a balance, and 
a fair step achieved in those proceedings by which the 
expenses of the Indian Administration may ultimately 
be brought within its income. It is within the last 
four months that the improvement has occurred. On 
the 2nd of June a despatch from Calcutta represented 
the probable deficit for 1859-60 as £3,477,500, but a 
communication just received, under date of September 
30, reduces this estimate to £2,651,431, showing upon the 
whole, an advance in the right direction to the extent of 
£826,068. This, it is true, is no very great item ina 
Budget of £40,000,000, and it is derived, too, rather 
from increased levies than retrenched expenditure, 
£775,000 of the sum being on the former account, and 
£50,000 only on the latter. There, however, it stands 
as a beginning; and the improvement has not only 
been established very expeditiously, but bids fair to 
proceed at the same rate. In the year 1860-61 it is 
anticipated that the reduction in the expenditure will be 
brought up to nearly £1,000,000 in the place of £50,000, 
while the new taxes are expected to yield an additional 
income of £1,450,000. Over and above these concurrent

a tout prix. We need harly say how illusory we deem 
these hopes ot evil; but they are not the less vivid or 
the less likely to prove influential because they are inca- 
pable of justification in the realities of the case as it stands.

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Ir we were to say that within a limited time from seventy 
to eighty educated young men would receive appoint- 
ments, varying from £600 a year to £5,000 annual 
salary, some idea might be formed, not only of the 
value of asound education, but also of the benefits of 
the competitive principle. A fair field and no favour 
is all the Irish student requires. In the fields of lite- 
rature, as of war, he clears the way. Past successes 
should be to him omens for the future, and the ranks 
which are thinned by merited promotion ought to be 
rapidly filled by eager aspirants for fortune, reputa- 
tion, and position. 

We are enabled to announce that from seventy to 
eighty civil situations in the Indian service will be 
offered for open competition to all comers,in July 
next. These most valuable and most honourable 
prizes commence at £606 per annum, exclusive of 
allowances which, on the arrival of the successful 
candidate in India, amount to nearly £300 a year, 
for lodging and attendance. Nor can it be said that 
the great majority of these situations produce merely 
£600 a year, while the richest prizes are few. Let 
us take the Presidency of Bengal, and see what wealth 
is open to perseverance. In that Presidency there 
are 134 civil situations, at £606 per annum; but there 
are also 85 at £1,313 ; 125 at £2,751; 28 at £3,486; 
and three at £5,207! Is there any profession at 
home which can offer inducements in any degree to 
be compared with these? 


The Commissioners of her Majesty's Civil Service 
thus sum up the advantages of the Indian Service :--- 
“The emoluments of a writership; the steady ad- 
“vancement in the service of those who devote them- 
“selves to it with zeal and perseverance; the infinite 
‘opportunities of public usefulness which it presents; 
“the dignity, honour, and influence of the positions to 
“which it may probably lead; and the liberal and ju- 
dieious provisions for retirement at a moderate age, 
“all render the Indian Civil Service a career full of 
“interest, and of pecuniary advantage.’ When we 
consider, too, the wide range of age allowed to the 

candidates, and the fact that the education necessary 
for these situations is not of any special kind, but 
precisely that kind which best fits a man for success 
in life among ourselves, and that a preparation and 
trial for these appointments is also the best prepara- 

tion for advancement in a home profession, we think 

the Indian Civil Service offers inducements without 
a parallel. Compare the wealth offered by the 
Bar to the great majority of advocates; com- 

pare what the Church has to bestow upon a 
man, however talented, who has not the gc- 

cidents of interest or clique; compare the mili- 

tary profession where honourable men risk life for 

what is, after all, a pittance at the best; compare the 

medical profession, where there are so many blanks and 

so few prizes, and then say what profession affords 

similar inducements to that of India. Steam has 

shortened the road to India, so that it isnot more dis- 

tant, in point of time, than Canada was of old. After 

five or ten years’ service a man can return for a while 

to his native land, with an ample allowance during 

his furlough. There are duties to be 

onerous it may be, but most influential now in shap- 

ing the shattered society of India, so that the people 

may recognise their benefactor in their conqueror. 


positions of life. The authorities at Calcutta have cut 
down expenses and laid on taxation. They have done 
something, but not much, in the way of saving money, 
and a good deal more than was expected in the way of 
raising it. Even 18 months hence it is not presumed 
that more than £950,000 will have been economised upon 
the yearly outgoings; whereas the yearly income, it is 
hoped, will have been increased by upwards of £2,000,000. 
The improvement has been due to the conviction, 
generally acquired at some period or other of an 
extravagant career, that reform was absolutely 
neeessary. Indian Governors were distinctly ap- 
prised that sooner or later they must “ make both ends 
meet without coming to this country for assistance; 
ani the certainty of the obligation, coupled, perhaps 
with the knowledge of Mr. Wilson’s approach, has pro- 
d wed extraordinary exertion. It is already clear that 
ti: expenditure of India can be curtailed, and that 
p nding its reduction to the necessary standard India 
i : elf can do a good deal to meet the excess of charge. 
Qn such pledges we may reasonably found a belief that 
1 balance between the two sides of the account will 
ultimately be restored, and that our Indian Empire will 
become fairly self-supporting. Already, indeed, the 
Governor-General has announced that a sum of 
£1,250,000, which, according to arrangements, was to 
have been sent this quarter from England to India, will 
net be needed, and that no remittances of bullion will 
be expected from home in the year to come. 

It would be unwise to overiook the contingencies by 
which these pleasant prospects may be disturbed. 
Pussibly the state of India may not permit the antici- 
pated reduction of military charges, though the 
estimate on this head appears so moderate and the 
current of affairs so promising that we should be dis- 
pose | to build with some confidence on these items of 
the reckoning. The produce of the new taxes, however, 
may prove amore uncertain element in the calculation. 
We do not attach much weight to the remonstrances 
which the impost shave provoked, for we are used to 
thatat home. The public in India is simply feeling 
what the public in England feels with little inter 
mission. We have not a tax which is not hateful 
injurious and oppressive—not merely in the imaginations 
of those who have to find the money, but, tor the most 
part, in very truth and deed. Annoyanceto individuals 
and detriment to business seem the natural incidents of 
taxation, but we put up with them, as we do with all 
the other obligations of daily life. We are not surprised, 
therefore, that the Indian community should wince, as we 
ourselves do, under the turn of the financial crew; but 
whether the elasticity of the revenue will prove to be as 
continuous in that country as we find it in Englind is ano- 
ther question. However,wesee io cause for despondency 
in the prospect; the proposed taxation, though, no doubt, 
very unpleasant, does not appear exorbitant, and if it be 
true, as is reported from Bombay, that the native com- 
munity have offered to provide £6,000,000 for the ser- 
vice of the Government on condition that they may go 
about the business in their own way, it is plain that 
aversion rather than incompetence is at the bottom of 
their objeetions. We are told, indeed, that this large 
sum would be torthcoming before a year was over, if 
the project of a standing tax were but once relin- 
quished. The movement is a curious one, and be- 
speaks feelings exactly like those of our privileged 
classes in the middle ages, who were always ready to 
provide seascnable gratuities in order to escape regular 
taxation. 

Upon the whole, howerer, the finances of India as- 
sume a less discouraging aspect than could have been 
expected, and the readiness with which the recent loan 
was taken in Engiand, and the high price which it has 
since sustained in the money market, are facts which 
have operated very beneficially on credit in India itseit. 
Securities in such evident favour at home have become 
more popular in India, and whereas it was almost 
impossible a short time ago to raise money ia Inuia 
for the public service on any reasonable terms, that 
process has now been

and tergiversation, in requital for conspicuous forbear- 
ance and generosity, are likely to be lost. Whatever 
be the depths of his character as a political strategist, 
he cannot as a man be insensible to the difference be- 
tween the too relying fidelity of the King of Sardinia 
and the unfathomab e fatuity and falsity of the Court 
of Vienna. Nor can he, as a monarch whose throne 
rests on universal suffrage, be indifferent to the con- 
sequences of securing peace, contentment, and free- 
dom to the nation he undertook to liberate by arms, 
even though the tenure of those blessings be for the 
present but tenancy at will. If Rome will not 
refurm and Austria will not confer, why should he 
incur the thankless odium of trying to effect a com- 
promise of interests in the Peninsula? England, 
Prussia, and Russia will be only too glad to be 
saved the trouble of a Congress. To keep his word, 
unfortunately pledged at Villafranca, he has thus 
far deemed himself bound to try and bring about such 
a compromise; but if those for whose sake he 
has already incurred infinite trouble and solicitude 
should think fit to thwart his efforts, he has but to 
leave them to the enjoyment of success in their 
own vonceits, and to permit the union of the whole 
of Central Italy to subsist provisionally and peac- 
ably under its present rulers. If he values popu- 
larity at home, nothing can contribute to it more 
effvctually—for even the Ultramontane priesthood 
will have nothing whereof to accuse him; and if he 
values the good- will of the people of this country, 
no act which he could perform, however striking or 
brilliant, could more certainly tend to propitiate their 
good-will. What might possibly come of a Congress 
we know not; but what is tolerably certain to ensue 
were the project abandoned we think we can very 
clearly see.

PROCLAMATION OF GARIBALDI 
Garibaldi has issued a proclamation, dated Genoa 
23rd, and addressed to his comrades in Central Italy. 
He desires them not to allow his temporary absence to 
weaken their ardour in the holy cause they are engaged 
in, and bids them remain at their post, persevering in 
the duties which can alone make a soldier. The truce, 
he says, will not last long: old diplomacy seems but little 
disposed to see things as they are. “ They ignore the 
fact that they have in you the making of a great nation 
if you are free and independent, and the seeds of a revo- 
lution that will shake the world, if our rights are not 
recognised, and if we are not allowed to be masters in 
our own house. Italians,—Do not lay down your arms. 
Vitizens,—Let there not be one who does not procure 
a weapon, to wrest by force to-morrow, what we are still 
striving to obtain by the hands of justice.”

Mr. and Mrs. Sharpe were severely 
beaten, the latter having received two cuts in the 
head.

Darinc Atrempt To Assassixate.—About twelve 
o'clock on Wednesday last, this town was startled by 
the report that a man named Hanrahan, a carrier in 
the employment of Mr. John Bergen, master baker, 
was murdered, as he was proceeding that morning 
from here to Upper Church, with a cartload of bread. 
Sub-inspector Burke, accompanied by his mounted 
orderly, on hearing of the occurrence, proceeded with 
all haste to the scene of the rumoured assassination. I 
am happy to say that the first intelligence was so far an 
exaggeration of facts that Hanrahan was not killed, nor 
was he even injured. The particulars of the case, from 
all could gather, are briefly these :—On the morning 
in question Hanrahan, as already intimated, left this 
town in charge of a cart of bread, which he was to de- 
liver to retailers and other customers, in and around 
Upper Church, a hamlet distant about eight miles from 
Thurles, and situate in the heart of a wild and moun- 
tainous district. He had proceeded as far as the new 
bridge, beyond Ballycahill, and was about mid-day to 
his destination, when he observed a man a short distance 
before him, standing inside the ditch of the road. On 
n to nearly a parallel line with him, the 
fellow deliberate'y levelled a pistol at Hanrahan, and with 
out saying a word discharged it at his intended victim 
Fortunately, Hanrahan escaped the rufflan's aim, but his 
delivery from instant death was most providential, aud 
may be said to be a hair-breadth escape, as the contents 
of the fire-arm, which was heavily loaded with slugs, 
entered the hinder part of the horse, close to where the 
driver was sitting. The fellow, who wore a slouched 
hat, closely drawn over the upper part of his face, to 
prevent detection—in which he was but two successful, 
as Hanraban is unable to identify him—then made use 
of some threats relative to going out with bread in 
that direction, as he said the place could be well sup- 
plied by the local bakeries, and he quietly walked away. 
There were two men on iheroad who witnessed the occur- 
rence, yet didn’t render Hanrahan the slightest assist- 
ance, or make any effurt to arrest his ruffian assailant. 
This I understand, wasn't the first evidence shown of 
the hostility entertained towards Mr. Bergen sending 
bread to that locality, as he received some unmistake- 
able hints on the subject previously, but with creditable 
courage he is determined to brave all opposition, and to 
show the Thugs that he will not be deterred from exerci- 
sing his right to pursue his lawful calling wherever he 
eases. He still continues to supply his customers at 
pper Church with bread, and what also deserves to he 
recorded with satisfaction is, that Hanrahan stands by 
his master in that determination, and still takes charge 
of the horse that conveys it thither.

The following is a translation of the Latin address of 
the superiors and students of Maynooth College to the

“Most Hory Fatruer,—We, the President, Vice-Pre- 
sident, Masters, Professors, and Students of the Royal 
Catholic College of St. Patrick, Maynooth, prostrate at 
the feet of your holiness, humbly offer to you the assur- 
ance of our profound reverence and filial affection. 
The hereditary loyalty to the chair of Peter, the 
centre of Catholic unity, which the Church of Ireland 
has ever cherished, unchanged through all her vicissi-~ 
tudes of fortune, has received a fresh impulse from the 
dangers which surround jour venerable throne, and 
from the malignant and unworthy calumnies with which 
your Holiness is daily assailed. In the midst of your 
Holiness’ trials it may, we humbly trust, afford you 
some consolation to be assured that every calumny di- 
rected against your august person and government, and 
every attempt against the rights of your sacred so- 
vereiguty, fills the hearts of your children with grief 
and indignation. 

“ Knowing, as we have ever known, the tenderness of 
your paternal love for your people, we have heard with 
profound sorrow that a portion of your subjects, carried 
away by extreme and visionary theories, or misled by 
the evil acts of the enemies of religion and order, have 
risen in revolt against a prince, the purity of whose life 
is “acknowledged by his worst enemies, and whose 
anxious solicitude for the happiness of his children was 
evinced from the very commencemont of his reign by 
the large aad liberal measures which he proposed, and 
which only failed to realise his benevolent intentions 
through the machinations of ungrateful and discontented 
men, who, seeking not justice but revolution, wickedly 
turned against their sovereign the very liberty which he 
himself had bestowed. 

“We regard the august and ancient monarchy with 
which the successor of St. Peter is invested as a sacred 
and venerable institution designed by Povidence as a 
security for the splendour and majesty of religion. for 
the independence of the Ruler of the Church, and for 
the full and perfect freedom of that spiritual jurisdi:tion 
which he is called to exercise througnout the entire 
Christian world.

ZeaLtous Arrkurrs TO SPREAD Roman CATHOLICISM 
IN ENGLANp.— The tampering with the faith of the in- 
mates in the workhouses in England has recently en- 
gaged a good deal of — attention; and, asa further 
proof of the zealous efforts making for the conversion of 
the sister kingdom to Romanism, subjoined is a eopy of 
a communication received within the present week 
through the post-office, addressed to a respecta)le 
Protestant, residing in the immediate vicinity of Par- 
sonstown. Why the “sisters” at Derby should have 
selected this gentleman above all others in the district 
to render his aid is rather singular, and can only be at- 
tributed to the fact, that he bears such a true Militian 
name as to warrant the inference that he ought to be a 
son of “ Mother Church.” The following is the epistle 
referred to: 

“ St. Joseph's Convent Derby. 
„Sin, —We are trying to raise a fund to enable 
us to take poor little Irish orphans out of the 
workhouses here, where they would be brought 
up Protestants, and also to shelter Irish young 
women, who on coming into this country are 
often lost for want of friends and a placeof refuge. At 
present we have thirty-four orphans and twenty young 
women, whom we will take care of till we can get them 
situations ; but we have no funds. Will you aid us by 
aking the enclosed raffle tickets for a gold watch, and 
may God, to whom the orphan and desolate are dear, 
reward you. I ask it for the honor of God and the 
Blessed Virgin, the mother of the orphan. In return 
forty masses will be offered for you and your deeeased 
relatives, and the Sisters will offer holy communior on 
the second and fourth Sundays of each month during 
the year for the same intention.—I remain yours faith- 
fully in Jesus Christ, 
„Stern Mary Evaxoetist, Mother Superioress. 
“P.S.—A post-office order, payable to Mary Leary, 
or stamps, will be thankfully received.”

to their prosperity ; and so conscious were the Americans 
of this fact that they were always ready to resent and 
resist any attempt to encroach upon the principle of 
self-government, whether the experiment was mace 
upon the shores of the Atlantic or the Pacific. As re- 

interests of religion in that country, 
he found that they were not impaired by the 
fact that there was no Church Establishment there. He 
confessed that, some years ago, he did cling to the idea 
that there should be some endowment for the ministers 
of the several sects, as in France ; but his experience in 
America, and the result of his reflections while in exile, 
upon this question had led-him to the belief that the 
system of endowment is not necessary, and that the 
religious wants of a community are best consulted 
by the free development of the Voluntary system 
But, as regarded Ireland, he had no hesitation in saying 
that a State provision for the clergy of the several de- 
nominations would not answer, and that there was no 
alternative but the total subversion of the Established 
Church, and the substitution of perfect equality among 


all sects. He should remark here, however, that. 
although there was no country in which better 
provision was apparently made for the wants of 
the ministers of religion than in America, stil! 
religious animosities prevailed there; and, there- 
fore, they could not wonder if they existed here, and 
if they were exasperated by the favour shewn towards 
asmall minority of the population. The lecturer then 
proceeded to consider the state of education and intel- 
ligence among the American people, and the means 
which existed for the diffusion of them. In the year 
1850 the white population of the United States was 
about 19,500,000, while the number of children attend- 
ing school in that year were 4,600,000; showing that 
about one in every five were attending school; while 
in England and Wales, in that year, there was 
but one in every eight and a halt of the popu'a 
tion, and in Ireland only one in every  four- 
teen and a half, attending school. He hal 
not the opportunity of attending many of the public 
schools, but he was greatly pleased with the few he did 
visit; and he was still more gratified by the fact commu- 
nicated tohim by native Americanswho accompanied him, 
that the children of Irish parents were among the most 
intelligent scholars. They might also form some opi- 
nion of the intelligence of the people from the fact, that 
there were in the United States, in 1850, no less than 
15,615 public libraries, with an aggregate number of 
volumes of not less than 4,636,000. He would not at- 
tempt to institute a comparison between the United 
States and this country in this respect, as it would 
be absurd to make it. Even in the large cities 
of this country the people were miserably provided 
with the means of reading. In the city of Lime- 
rick, for instance, there was not a single public 
library, or one to which the people generally had 
access. The lecturer next addressed himself to the 
question of social order, on the want of which English 
travellers were very much inclined to harp. But he 
could not perceive the justness of their remarks upon 
this head ; for how could the absence of social order be 
shown in that country in which were to be found 
some of the largest and finest cities in the world ? 
Besides, there was no country in which so large a pro- 
portion of the population was interested in the mainte- 
nance of order and tranquillity. It was quite true, in- 
deed, that the law was sometimes ineffectual to repress 
crime in the United States, that vigilance committees 
were established, and that individuals even took the 
vindication of the law into their own hands. He was 
not prepared to defend that state of things, but, when 
the law was found incompatible with justice he preferred 
justice to the law, and when justice was not attainable by 
the ordinary methods, society was bound, in'self-defence, 
to have recourse to abnormal ones. It was also com- 
monly remarked by English travellers,that the Americans 
were wanting in honesty ; but he thought that before 
making this remark they ought to have called to mind 
a certain Scriptural maxim about discovering a mite in u 
brother’s eye, while they could discover something 
larger in theirown. He felt quite assured that mercan- 
tile statistics would jgo to prove that there was not les; 
disho:esty among the commercial classes in England than 
in the United States. And everyone knew, from recent 
revelations, that some of the banks in existence in Eng. 
ld and 3 had been conducted upon swindling 


principles. . then made a few general ob- 
servations upon the state of society, eur. ~~ i annogred 


to him in his hasty visit. He alluded to the non-cuiti- 
vation of the fine arts, and the absence of picture gal- 
leries, but said that considerable attention was paid to 
domestic architecture, and that the Americans exhibited 
much originality in it, Their mechanical ingcnuity in all 
matters connected with the presperity of the country, was 
also very remarkable; but he was very much struck with 
the want of good roads, even in the vicinity of the 
great cities. He had asked for an explanation of this 
circumstance, but never could get a satisfactory one. 
lle then referred to some few of the mann ra and habits 
of the people, but they were quite superficial, and have 
been discribed over and over. He concluded his dis- 
course by urging the necessity of cultivating the friend- 
ship of the American people, and of reciprocating the 
kindly feeling which exists in the United States to- 
wards Ireland. Mr. O’Brien was loudly applauded 
during several parts of his lecture, particularly when 
he gave expression to these seditious and disloyal 
sentiments, for which he has made himself so con- 
spicuous, and for which he has already paid so severe 
a penalty. But the observations made upon the merits 
of his first lectare are as applicable to the present one. 
It was quite destitute of originality; the facts were 
all stale and commonly known, while the statistics 
given to support his several views were published 
many years ago. Moreover, Mr. O’Brien did not 
touch upon several subjects of the greatest im- 
portance. He gave no information whatever upon 
the state of agriculture, of commerce, and of the 
professions. He didjnot attempt to explain the nature 
of the American banking system, with which the pros- 
perity of that country, as well as of Europe, is inti- 
mately connected. He did not explain what effect the 
climate and the political institutions have upon the 
population, and especially upon the foreign portion; 
and the view which he gave of the intelligence of the 
American people generally was ludicrously exagger..ted ; 
for, while his observations were true enough as ro: 
garded some of the New England States, and the State 
of New York, they were wholly inapplicable as re- 
garded the Southern, Central, and Western States. I. 
was quite clear, too, from the general tenor of Mr. 
O’Brien’s political remarks, that he has derived little 
intellectual advantage from his travels, and that he is 
one of that numerous class of whom the satirist says, 
“Celum, non animum, mutent qui trans mare cur- 
runt,” a class which will be always numerous so long as 
there ar? few who can observe closely, and reflect justly, 
upon what they have seen and heard.

Let 
us le'ieve it is not thas that General Garibaldi has re- 
signed. If his parting manifesto exhibits some unstates- 
manlike irritation—if there is a sting in his farewel’, we 
need not therefore infer that irritation alone prompted 
his late step. He withdraws, not without vexation, but 
The European world will 
‘concede to his known probity and patience the tribute 
they deserve, by assigning to better motives the measure 
he has felt it his duty to adopt, and admitting that what- 
ever has been done has not at least been done because 
General Garibaldi despairs of the republic. 

His retirement is, without doubt, an immense relief to 
the French and Austrian Governments, as it is a heavy 
discouragement to the volunteer movement in Central 
Italy. It could be no very pleasing sight to the two 
Cabinets whose views are diametricall¥ opposed to all 
idea of Italian centralisation, to see the unity of Italy as- 
serted by a man of soldier-like and straightforward 
genius. Congresses might meet and decide and 
part again, and Garibaldi might have failed to 
be convicted of the propriety of submitting to their 
degrees. Asa national chief, he was too simple to be 
converted by the missionary efforts of France, and 
too strong to be overlooked in a calculation of con- 
tingencies. While he remained at the head of th~ 
military organisation of the Duchies, all diplomat’. go- 
lution of their fate might have been insufflc t without 
dire t intervention, and even intervent' n been ‘hazar- 
dour. He represented the armed v tional will of Italy, 
at a time when it was deemed +” sirable that Italy should 
have no will at all, far les”, a stubborn champion to up- 
hold it. Machiave!”’ himself would have found a 
troublesome ob- ele in a man like this. The obstacle 
has beea “moved. The work of the threatened Con- 

gress". so tar simplified. Yet while statesmen of the 
-etternich school, and the enemies of Italian liberty 
in general, regard with satisfaction his opportune 
abdication, it would be idle to deny that some 
real dangers have been lessened by it. General Gari- 
baldi has shown all the qualities requisite for an able 
and honest guerilla captain, and some which would 
lead us to imagine that he is fitted tor the highest mi- 
litary command. But national independence cannot 
always be taken by storm. So long as Central Italy 
has no great politician at the helm, the duties of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the national army are arduous 
and responsible. For their discharge diplomatic fore- 
sight is quite as indispensable as indomitable valour. 
Few would wish to see the destinies of the country at 
the mercy of the most honest captain of legionaries in 
the world. At the present moment a civil war in Italy 
would be a European disaster. Any distinct revolu- 
tionary movement would be equally deplorable. Under 
the rule of General Garibaldi both were possible, and 
even probable. Personally attached to the house 
of Savoy, and to its reigning representative, he was 
also bound by ties of sympathy and friendship to the 
leaders of the Mazzini y. He had proclaimed his 
intention of assisting the regiments of the Romagna 
against the mercenaries of the Pope, was preparing to 
mess his troops upon the Roman frontier, and was said 
to contemplate, at no distant period, a move into the 
Abruzzi. A conflict between the Republican and the 
Papal armies must inevitably entail the gravest conse- 
quences. Nor is the strength of the kingdom of Naples 
to be underrated. With an army of 100,000 men, and 
no inconsiderable fleet, King Ferdinand rules over a 
2 whom long habit, rural isolation, and priestly 
nfiuence have rendered unripe for liberty. In a 
trial of arms his forces might even prove a match 
for Piedmont and the rest of Italy together. Were they 
ranged under the common flag of independence, no 
Congress would be needed to seal the charter of Italian 
tee, om. But, solong as the policy of Naples is dictated 
by sacerdetal reactionists, so long she is a formidable 
enemy to the liberal cause. General Garibaldi’s life 
has made him more capable of weighing the chances{of a 
battle than of estimating the possible eventualities of a 
pelitical act. He has not beeu measured in his language, 
and he might have been precipitate in action. The 
speeches and the known views of the gallant soldier 
rendered his official position a menace to Naples and to 
Rome. In an hour of explosive enthusiasm his friends 
might have committed him to unwise measures. With 
nll its advantages his temporary exile diminishes not a 
little the likelihood of internecinestrife. It is a blow, 
but it is a blow which is not so fatal to Italy as the pro- 
longed absence of Count Cavour from the arena of 
politics. 

It is tolerably certain that moderate and prudent men 
in Central Italy itself, while recognising to the fu

General Garibalqiy na"; one of the reliable securities 
for Italy’s ultimate independence, are content to see him 
relinquish for the time his military office. The exact 
nature of the pressure which has been brought to bear 
upon him is known only to those immediately concerned. 
Foreign negociations may have been fortified by local 
jealousies, and both together employed te effect the 
same object. For its own sake the Sardinian Cabinet 
verhaps desired, and even urged, his ignation. 
‘et ramour says that his sudden consent took them 
partly by surprise. The Tuscan Provisional Govern- 
ment appear to have gn in, if not to have sug- 
gested, the expediency of the step. But nothing except 
motives ofextreme gravity can have induced so resolute 
n patriot to abandon so important a post. At a distance 
from the scene of action, with inadequate and possibly 
inaccurate information. it is not easy to do more than 
speculate on the secret causes of many an event. We 
cannot lift the curtain even of contemporary history, 
und trace the ramifications of machination and intrigue 
which complicate the position, and no doubt embarrass 
the movement of actors on the political stage 
But the abdication of Garibaldi, and the ap. 
pointment of an Italian Regent, are synchronous- 
vecurrences, and perhaps not merely synchronous. Well- 
wishera to the national cause will hope that what the 
principle of Italian unity loses in Garibaldi may be re- 
paired by the accession of Buoncompagni. But it is not 
os ble to be sanguine as to the future. The pliability 
of the character of Sardinia's new delegate, and the un- 
certain tenure upon which he holds his office, do not 
warrant usin expecting from him the vigour which 
Garibaldi contributed to the counsels of Central Italy. 
The unconstitutional manner in which he has been desig- 
nated for his vicarious post is of itself a contretemps. 
It is an awkward recognition of the understanding, 
which in the course of centuries has become habitual in 
Europe, and which the stipulations of Villafranca sanc- 
tioned in an evil hour, that the affairs of Italy are to be 
managed for her. If it is time that these traditions of 
the past should be broken, the choice ofa substitute for 
the Prince Carignan might, with much wisdom, have 
been left to the national assemblies themselves.

If the annals of the Divorce Court do not justify its 
establishment, they at least afford a startling view of 
matrimonial infidelity and infelicity. “Marry in haste 
and repent at leisure is a maxim which must be deeply 
engraved upon the mental tablets of Sir Cresswell Cress- 
well. A single day’s cause list often contains an epi- 
tome of immorality which must dash most unkindly the 
sanguine temperament of many a social reformer. Five 
couples whom “ God had joined” were “ put asunder” 
by the judge on the 21st of November. In the first case 
an upholsterer sought deliverance from a drunken and 
immoral spouse, who was cohabiting with his own fore- 
man. The second exhibited an episode of high life, re- 
lating to the marriage of the Hon. Hugh Rowley, an 
officer and a gentleman. A few months’ acquaintance 
with his future bride led to a proposal, which, the 
lady being willing, led in turn to bride’s-cake, 
oe | orange-blossom. From Paddington the happy 
pair set out to spend the honeymoon at Paris; and 
there, within three weeks from the wedding-day, the 
husband commenced a course of brutality which ended 
by entitling the wife to a decree on the triple ground 
of adultery, desertion, and cruelty. Locking her into a 
sitting-room through the long hours of a chilly night in 
February, without fire or candle ; tearing her bonnet 
from her head, and substituting his own hat in its place; 
“forcing a, nful of salt down her throat ;” cutting 
off all her hair “because she prized it;“ blows, kicks, 
and threats of striking her with a meat-chopper, seems 
to have been amongst the agremens of the honeymoon 
provided by this model husband for, his young wife. 
As all this occurred in: France, we may conceive how 
our neighbours were edified by such a confirmation of 
their preconceived ideas of Le mari Anglais.”

The Britannia Life Insurance Company v. Bevan.

It appeared there was a dispute as to the 
ownership of the money, between a Mr. Hewson and a 
Mr. George Bevan.

lodgings and went to live at the Rock; 


he told me he went down to his landlady’s room one 
morning to see if any person was concealed there; when 
at Blackrock one Sunday evening he suddenly went out 
of his room, and threw a towel over a lady in the hall ; 
he said he had been poisoned, but did not mention how, 
and that he saw people in his room who wanted to take 
his life, and people in the next room who wanted to 
destroy him ; previous to that time he had made some 
excursions for the purpose of shaking off his melancholy ; 
Dr. Armstrong and Dr. Smyley saw him at Blackrock ; 
he was removed to Dr. Duncan’s Asylum, Farnham- 
house, on the 20th June last ; in three months after he 
was transferred to Dr. Gregory’s. ä 

Dr. Armstrong, examined by Mr. Thompson —I have 
had many opportunities of seeing Mr. Walter Coulson; 
I visited him at Dr. Duncan’s, and had sufficient op- 
portunity of forming an opinion as to his state of mind, 
and I believe he is insane; when I first saw him, on the 
20th June, he was in bed ; he would not take food, and 
appeared tu be labouring under great delusions ; on one 
occasion he said he would give up the property if 
they let him out of Mr. Duncan’s ; his state of mind 
was such*as to render it necessary to send him to an 
asylum, as he was unfit to be at large ; he also told me 
they wanted him to marry some one, but did not men- 
tion whom. 

Mr. Frazer observed it was no proof of madness for 
a man to refuse to marry. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Banks, sworn and, examined by Mr. Thompson— 
I have frequently seen Mr. Walter Coulson ; Í visited 
him first cn the 16th October last, at Dr. Gregory s 
asylum, at Finglas, and I saw him last on Sunday, and 
I am of opinion he is a gentleman of unsound mind; 
when I first saw him he was refusing his food, and re- 
fused to answer any questions; he would not allow me 
to feel his pulse, and said he was not to be disturbed ; 
he had a very sad expression of countenance, and ap- 
peared to be labouring under great mental depression ; 
his sole idea appeared to be a desire to escape; he was 
perfectly quiet and gentle, but that appeared te be the 
dominant idea of his mind. : 

Cross exim ned by Mr. Fraser—Mr. Hill Coulson was 
not aware that hie brother was about to be incarcei ated, 
and we did not consult him on the subject, in conse- 
quence of Mr. Hill Coulson being unwell himself. 

To Mr. Commissioner Henn—I saw my brother about 
three weeks ago, but he said nothing about his imagi- 
nary property then. 

Dr. Smyley, sworn, and examined by Mr. Thompson— 
I visited Walter Coulson about last June, but I saw bim 
before that, when he was not at all insane; I was sent for 
to see him at Carysfort Avenue, Blackrock ; and he 
then appeared to be very ill; I saw him on Saturday 
last; he did not know what was going on about him, 
his mind was deal, and he appeared to be in a 
state of apathy ; he was very despondent ; from thecir- 
cumstances I had no hesitation in signing the certificate 
of his insanity ; the certificate is dated 20th day of 
June, 39; my conclusion as to his state of mind is 
founded upon what I myself saw. 

Dr. Nugent Duncan deposed that Mr. Walter Coulson 
was detained as a patient for three months in his pri- 
vate asylum, and that during that time he had frequently 
refused to take any exercise, and sometimes retused to 
partake of food ; he was very taciturn, and it was with 
much difficulty he was got to answer any questions ; he 
laboured under a delusion that his food was poisoned, 
and the servants were obliged to taste everything before 
— — touch it; he was undoubtedly of unsound 
mind. 

Mr. Robert Taaffe, solicitor, was examined, and de- 
posed that the alleged lunatic asked him to have an ad- 
vertisement inserted in a newspaper for him, offering 
£3,000 reward to any one who would give him information 
with reference to the imaginary property which 
he considered himself entitled to, provided, he said, it 
amounted to £900 or £1,000 a year. 

A gentleman named Jackson proved that the alleged 
lunatic resided in his house in Lower Gardiner-street ; 
he left about twelve months ago; he spoke frequently to 
witness about some property, which he stated had been 
left him by an uncle of his who resided in France, and 
that his friends knew of it; he showed witness an 
anonymous letter which had been published in Saunders 
about some gentleman that had been swindled out of 
property down at Kingstown ; the letter was signed a 
“Victim” and the writer enclosed his card ; Mr. 
Walter Coulson asked witness to call at the newspaper 
office and get that card, as he thought the letter had 
something to say to his property, and that the writer 
knew of his affairs. 

Dr. Richard Gregory deposed that the alleged lunatic 
was confined in his private asylum since the 28th 
September last ; since his admission to the asylum his 
brother Mr. Hill Coulson visited him and brought Dr. 
Stokes and Dr. Cusack to sce him; as a medical man 
he (Dr. Gregory) was of opinion that Mr. Walter Coulson
